Por several weeks, Col, Baker, a United 
States detective has been sileutly engaged in bringlug 
to light tho vast macbinory of bounty-awivdling and 
forged onlistwents, which have farnished our city and 
Stato with a large proportion of their military quotes 
for many mouths. Tho Colonel acted under the orders 
of Provost-Marshal-Goooral Fry, and has succeeded in 
exposing a most stupendous fraud. He hus scoured 
twenty-soven of the most prowinent bounty-brokers, 
bounty-jumpers and unfaithful officials, who aro now 
either in the Old Cupitol prison at Washington, on 
thelr way thither, or in bis fmmediatd custody with the 
somo destination in store for them. Among tho ar- 
rested aro William Turner, Assistant Chief Clork at 
the Naval Rendezvous in Brooklyn; Jobn Doylin, » 
Brooklyn substitate broker, Interpul Revenue Assessor 
and Notary Poblio; a plumber by trade, who has mado 
$60,000 in forging enlistment papers daring Inst Sua. 
mer; James Devlin, bis brother, and James Cahill. 
partner; Ricbard Carron a deserter; Sergeants 
Keeckau, Mulborn end Brown, all {2 the United States 
service, and for a long time Incratively employed in 
getting bountyJumpers off Governor's and Hart's Is- 
Jands, for a consideration from the hands of brokers op- 
crating in the city, Turnior bas turned Stato's evidenco, 
Tho principal mode of swindling, in tho caso of the 
forgeries, was rather complicated, and somowhat ox 
follows; Twenty men aro eolisted for tho navy at 
the Brooklsn rendezyous. ‘Theso are genuine re- 
craits; their papers aro officially drawn up and 
regularly attested; and they are accordingly sent 
on board the receiving ship North Carvlina, But, 
afow hours later, Mr. John Deylin, who seoms to havo 
been ono of those most extensively engaged in tbe 
forgeries, goos to tho oflice whero these won 
Were enlisted, and, through his confederato, 
the Chief Clerk, or his assistant, Turnier, obtains ao- 
cess to tho register, and makesa momorandum of tho 
twenty newly registered names, with tho particulars 
attonding their enlistment. Thon, returning to his own 
oflice, he deliberately, with the asaistance of a few oth 
ers concerned, makes twenty duplicate oaliatment pa: 
pore, forges the respective names at the bottom, signs 
his own, affixes his notary seal and stamp, presonts 
forged receipts, ond draws the bounty for tho men. 
‘Throngh the inflaonce of the United States sergeants 
on Governor's Island, fora foo of §50, every bounty- 
Jumper sovt thoro was assisted to desert. Col 
Baker has thoroughly tested tho wholo affair by 
personal experience, Acting undor bis directions, his 
three subordinates hayo repeatodly onlleted at different 
oflloes in this olty, and regained their Uberty before 
evening of the samo day on which thoy oallatcd. The 
Colonel also tried it poreonally, and, through the moe- 
dium of money, bnd no difficulty in obtaining their ro- 
lease. Ono of hia nasistants onlisted fn this olty on the 
morning of one day, got away at noon, with plotborio 
pockot-books, went to Trenton, N, J,, enlisted again, 
got another bounty, and returned to Now-York by even- 
ing of tho samo day. Town and country quotas, for a 
consideration, wero filled by the wholesale through 
forged returns, Col. Baker has alroady in his possca 
sfon 780 sets of forged oulistment-papers, which wero 
drawn np during last month alove, Sergeant Mwhorn, 
tho prisoner who assisted in escapes from Governor's 
Island, gives tho estimate of one in ton as the probable 
untber who reully enter the service. Ho acknowl 
edges to hayo aided in the escape of hundreds of bonnty- 
Jumpers from the Isloud. ‘Thero are men now In 
Castle William who havo Jampod bountics 27 times, 
John Fay aud — Dalton, partnore and bounty-brokore, 
cleared two hundred ond fifty thousand dollars 
duriug Inst Summer alone. ‘The Dovlina are 
both men of wealth, the humblo Sergeant Mulborn 
hos bought a farm for 814000, and the bavk-book of 
James Lee, & poor, ignorant boatmay, a year ago, 
shows a song balance of $40,000, 


Several of the persons concerned in tho at 
tempt to burn New-York City havo rocently been 
arrested, by tho dotectives of this ofty ander tho ofliciont 
management of John & Young, ohiet of tho detective 
force. On the night of tho attompt to flro the hotels a 
number of porsons wero arreated by the detectives, 
among others, tho notorions Jack Allison, ono‘of Jobn 
Morgan's men, who bas been on several occasions con- 
neoted with gangs of bridge-burners. Soon after a 
foro of tho ablest detectives in the police depart. 
ment was organized to watch tho Cannda shore 
from Detroit to Port Huron, while Chief Young, with 
snothor force organized a patrol extending from Lowls. 
ton to Buffalo. Within a fow days thoy succeeded in 
arresting Capt, Jobn Yates Beall, tho leader of the 
Lake Erio pirates, ond with him W. R. Andoraon, 
accused of boing a Rebel spy. Both wero sont to 
this city and lodged in cells at Polico Headquarters, 
Tho detectives wero then sent to Toronto, where 
thoy succeeded in penctrating into tho Robel head. 
quarters, avd by attonding tho trial of Burleigh, ono of 
the Lake Erie pirates, became acquainted with the 
faces of most of the leading Southornors of tho olty. 
In the meantime, Chicf Young had scoured an ap.

A People’s Convention, composed of delegates 
from tho various countica in New-Jerioy, for the par- 
poso of organizing a scttlod resistance to the Railroad 
Monopaly whieh hos eo long oppressed thu pooplo of 
that State, was beld at Trenton on tho let inst. Mr, 
William Parry wos chosen chairman ond stated, ina 
brief bat yigorous speech, the object of the Convention, 
and glanced bnstily at tho bistury ofthe Camden und 
Amboy Railroud, with tho cirouustunces attending its 
erowtb from comparative insignificance to the arbitrary 
and obnoxious monopoly, which It now oxorcises over 
te. Resolutions were ndupted to the effect that 
ing the monopoly, privileges Now-Jersey sup- 
posed she was dealing with putrlotlo mon of ber own 
sofl, who would observe all ber rights aa rescrved In 
their chartor, but sho feels borsclf sadly mistaken. Ex- 
porience has proved thoy grants injarious to tho pros- 
perity of the State. That itis time that Now-Jersey 
should rebuke tieeo dangerous corporations, and the 
sovercignty of the people be alono recogalzed, ‘That 
tho people bavo the right to havo the ahortest and most 
conyenlent routs of travel. Free competition {a the life 
and soul of healthfal business. ‘Tho ninth resolution fa- 
voraa general railroad law. The tenth urges the peo- 
ple togather political strongth so an to develop their 
power at the ensuing cloctions, in order to regain the 
sovereignty of the State. Tho cleventh provides for the 
appolutment of sub end vigilanoo committees in every 
county, Tho Hon. James Mf. Scovel delivered a 
| poworful specch in favor of tho reaclations before thelr 
passage, analyaing tbo operations of tho Camden and 
Auwboy Railroad to preacrve their unlawful monopoly, 
showing tho disadvantages resulting to tho Stato of 
Now-Jorsey from thelr evJoymout of such a monopoly, 
and earnestly appealing to the people of the Stato to 
rigo ip their might and abolish it, A Stato Central 
Committes was then appointed, and the conyontion ad- 
Journed, subject to the call of such committee 

A serious accident ocourred on the Mariotta 
and Cinoinnati Railroad at Leor Creek Bridgo, 60 miles 
cast of Cincinuati, oa the 4th instant. Tho middle 
pier of tho bridgo was carried away during the night by 
thoice and high water, Jeaviug the bridgo standing. 
‘Tho accommodation train, consisting ef one baggage 
and two passengor cars, reached the center of tho bridge, 
when it gave way, precipitating tho train into tho oreek, 
a distanoo of 50 feet, The rear oar fell on {ts end and 
took fire. Several passongers were burued to death. Up 
to Sunday evening, elght bodies had been recovered; 
they Were so badly burned that but few could be recog- 
nized, Thomas H. Whetstone, member of tho Logis 
lature from Hamilton Couity, Ohio, was among the 
killed. 

Mr. Richard Sears, a deputy assessor and col- 
lector of Inland Royonue of Goshen, N. ¥., wos mur- 
dered on the 2d inst, lost near the village, He bad loft 
for homo in bis leigh, and shortly aftorward the horae 
was mot returning at full galop, tho veblelo being 
empty. Furtbor search discovered tho body of Mr. 
Sears lyiug on tho roadside with a bullet wound ta tho 
head. His pooket book wos missing, but bie watcb, 
papers aud pistol were not taken. Ho bad beon colloot- 
ing daring the doy, but how much monoy he carried 
was notknown. No arrest hs beon modo, but tbo do- 
teotives aro endeavoring to discaver the murderer. 

The famons ‘ Sanitary” sack of flour, be- 
longing to Mr. Gridley, whlot was sold and re-sold at 
Novada, Cal, till it realized 6165,000, for tho bonefit of 
the Sanitary Commission, changed hands twonty-one 
times by publio auotion at the Merchants’ Exchange, St, 
Lonls, on tho 32, realizing §,775 In behalf of the Sold- 
fers’ Orphan Home.

NEWYORK LEGISLATURE, 


Senate, Feb. 1,—Bills wero introduced for 
the better prevention of frandulent voting; authorisiog 
Ponghkeepslo to borrow money for tho payment of 
bountios; iucorporating the Stato Tomperanco Sooicty.

‘The Prussian Chambers were reopened by a 
specch from the throne on the'14th of January.

Bismark, the royal speech defends and main- 
tnins the threatening attitude-which the Govern 
ment in former years had assumed with regard 
to the representatives.of the people? “While ox- 
pressing a Rope thet ‘the differences which hayo 
arisen within the last few wecks between the 
Goyernment, and the Chamber ot Deput 
shonld be brought to a recone! mn,” the 
King again distinotly annonnces that ‘a good 
understanding withthe Chamber’™an only be 
secitred by: ‘the maintonance of the organiza- 
tion of the army, which guarantecs.its military, 
eflicieney and consequently the seonrity of the 
country.” Tho Government therefore persists 
in demanding @ military organizetion, which

‘Lhe Government expected, bythe war against 
Denmark, to divert publio gpinion from qui 
tions of internal policy, and to monopol:

After Salisbury became a recoptaclo for regular 
Prisonors of war, it was silent like tho tomb. It 
Bent back no echo, No mun was exchanged from 
At; fow esenped. Wo used to long—O how ca 
Jy!—that some intelligent and trustworthy voico 
might go up to tho North, end tell the condition of 
thore dying prisoners. After our escape, when it 
soomed impossible that wo could all survive the 
trials and perils which environed us, wo promised 
each other, repeatedly and solemnly, that if any 
one of us did live to regain homo and freedom, ho 
should givo' to the matter his ensliest and most 
earnest efforts, 

Woe havo ondeayored, under tho solemnities of an 
eath; to give tho plain, simplo facts, without exag- 
gerstion or coloring, to the Government and the 
public. That tho Rebels nre deliberatoly killing 
ourmen by hungerand cold, when they haye an 
abundance of corn and fuel, are truths which cannot 
De denied. When the prisoners wont thoro, thi 
‘Were newly captured, and, like the most of onr sol- 
diers in the ficld, young men in robust health. Yet, 
seventy days later we loft thein dying at the rato of 
thirteen por cent a month—a mortality which in 
forty-cight hours would depopulate avy oity in the 
World and send its inhabitants ying from it as from 
SB pestilence! And my fr. Browne, who 
had tho vory best fitcilities for knowing, testifies 
that out of an average of nearly eight thousand 
Prisoners thero were not at an five hand- 
red well men—an estimate which the Rebol. sur- 
eons frequently and empbati 
wy own hearing. 

Mr. Lincoln's well-known kindness of heart makes 
Bim roluctant to adopt m But 
surely it cannot be of

We 
oan exchange men for man, and yet retain Rebels 
enough to insure the good treatment of any 
tives, black or white, \rhom they ‘may ta 
ter. Ifexchango is impracticable, wo can co-ny 
thom to stop this atrocious widsystematic barbarity, 
Wany man belioves that wecan ‘afford ” to be inhu- 
Maan and unchristian tothe last extent, toward those 
Who wear our uniform and follow our flag and fight 
our battles, but esnuot afford to exercise tho least 
esverity toward mon whose hands are red with the 
Dlood of our bravest and bast—in short, that Hu- 
manity and Christianity require us to connive 
‘the murder of our own soldiers, then way God ine 
his understandin, 

It is very easy for well-fed and well-clott 
tore, in their warm chamber, to iif up from their 
cushioned choirs and tulk nbout Humonity ond 
Christianity. I wish they could be prisonors them- 
nelves long enough to look at this subject from the 
ether side, I wish thoy cond live awhile among 
the daily and nightly horrors, which for sixty days 
surrounded ns, and burned into our memories like 
Bhotirop. I wish they could look into those foul 
pens at Salisbury, which by 8 perversion of the 
English tonguo aro called hospitals our 
poor fellows are crowded upon the cold, naked, filthy 
floors, without one word of sympathy or one tear 
of affection; withont even that de of warmth 
and cleanliness which wo giye to ourdumb beasts;

‘They bolong 
to the middle nnd poorer classes of tho South, who 
wero nover specially hostile to us; who aro falling 
off, moro and more rapidly, from the support of the 
war; who 4ro our only sure and trustworthy peace- 
makers, Retaliation upon them would bounavailing 
ag well as undeserved. Lhe Richmond anthorities 
caro nothing for thom, exeopt as they ropresept 
muskets, and often treat them almost as barburously | 
as they (lo our prisoners, 

The Rebel officers are onr effective material, 
Hurt them and Richmond shri Alniost to a 
man, they belong to that class which broueht on 
the war, which controls tho war, and yrhich, in 
pite of all the white-winged imessongors between 
Bangor and Oregon, will continuo the war, just us 
long as they ean keop any considerable armies in 
the field, Submission, for thom, means extermina- 
tion—not asmon; butas the controlling political 
and social Power of the South. They will 
fight now jnst as earnestly us ever—not with 
their old, confident expectation of enrly and 
completo snecess; but with a dogyed, dosporuto, 
Micawber-lke hope that, asin the past, eo in the 
future, at the hour of thoir extremest need, some- 
thing will {urn up in their fayor. Let our Govern. 
ment, for exainplo, bo ably to eny to Jeff, Davis: 
“Wo haye selected from your fliers in our bands 
the equivalent, ns established by the eartol, fe 
privates whom you hold in Salisbury. Wo 
giving (hom, as nearly as possible, the samo food, 
tho same clothing, the came fuel, aud the saine 
shelter. We aball continue todo this until you 
furnish us satisfactory evidence that you nro giving 
to ovr soldiers, as far as your resources will pormit,

Ato Public Meeting Hicld to Rejoice Over 
the Hatidcntion of the Constitutional 
Aricndment, Boston, Feb. 4, 1865. 


Almost ninety years since, amid the radiant 
glories of midsummer, our fathors assembled to 
congratulate eachother upon a declaration of ‘ha- 
man rights which has since been claimed tobe a 
charter to the white man only, Soyenty-sovon years 
ago, in mid-winter, Musachusetts debated tho ac- 
coptance of the. Constitution of the United Stat 
—the solemn compaot of assurance to those rights 
—tho most porfect form of Government over devised 
by man, but which Jeft nnoared for and unprovided 
wfeguards of freedom and equality of right to all men, 
Irrespective of color, Our fathors bolioved that the 
clear interests of the rising Nation would protect it 
from the receding welght of Human Slavery. But, 
alas! asingle Massachusotts invention—the cotton-gin 
—opposud the present intorests of the individual to the 
fature good of the State, and mado the barden 
—grester thon that of the Pilgrim Christion— 
seem eternal. From that ono defcot of Coustitational 
Inw hag arisen the most gigantio national ain, followed 
by tho most torriblo national retribution with which the 
Divino will has seon fit to afllict: the children of men. 
‘The nation, brought to a senso of justice by its chu: 
isewent, We are now mot to congratulate ourselves 
upon the first stop taken Jn supplying thie omission of 
tho frame of Goyernmont of '87. Released from all con- 
stitotional obligations to protect Slavery, acting upon 
the frame of Governmoat itself, three-fourt 
peoplo of the country will have no difflonlty in erasing 
from their fundamental law this, the lost blot opon thelr 
civilization. Amid the Joyous scenes of this triumph of 
tho right which animates tho hearts of all good mon, 
even now and liere, $t may not be unfit to pauso for n 
moment to consider tho duties aud obligations under 
Which ye find oursolyes to this clnss of citizens go consti- 
tuted and declared by this change in our organlo law. 
Laying atid all prejudices; giving up all theories; 
putting away all predilcotions; we shonld approach the 
subjeot as ono calling for prompt, active, and efficiont 
Justice; at least to wako amends for former long con- 
tinued wrongs, By the final passage of tho Amond- 
ment which wo celebrate, every negro slayo ia nado a 
citizen of the United States, entitled as of right (o evory 
political and legal immunity and privilege whic bo- 
longs to that great franchise, Ho may well say, “Cam 
an American citizen.” Ifho may uot proudly proclaim 
with the apostle, “Kas free-born," yet he cau truly 
clnim as did the chicf captain, “With o great sui 
obtained T this freedom," Of theso rights or elther of 
them, no mau, sud no combination ot confederation of 
men,|can jwith justioe deprive tho negro, As a na- 
tion ho is of us, with ns, ond a part of us; 
eqnal in right under the law. To tho men 
of Massachusetts, in this so clear and colCovident 
Proposition, there seems no dilculty, Sinoo 1789, tbo 
colored man in Massachusetts, muder tho laws 
thereof, modified only by the Inwws of the United States, 
has evjoyed the rights and privileges of every other olt- 
izen of Mussachusetts.

THE EENANOKS. 

We do not, as is known, agroo with those 
Who hold that our country is growing rich be- 
cause or in spite of the gigantio War wheroin it 
is involved. On the contrary, wo think its 
wealth and productive capacity aro rather 
diminished thereby, notwithstanding its peer- 
less industrial energies wud its immonso natural 
resources. Individuals aro amassing riches; but 
the conntry—and oven the loyal States—are in 
process of gradual impoverishment. 

Nor do we account a vast National Debt— 
nor any Debt at all—a National blessing, Such 
a Debt, like any other burden nobly inourred 
and nobly endured, is not without its mitiga- 
tions and compensations; but itis essentially an 
evil, and only justifiably incurred to obviate 
still greater evils. 

Nor are wo of those who believe in pros- 
ecuting this or any war to the achievement of a 
litical or social millenninm. Wo havo grave 
doubts of the feasibility of fighting this mulish 
world into a condition of millonnial purity and 
happiness; we apprehend that thore will bo 
wrongs to redress, grievances to consider, woos 
to mitigate, and sins to deplore, long after our 
present stroggle shall have terminated. 

Of conrse, Wwe sometimes differ with old friends 
who, having all thoir lives been non-resistants 
and unconditional peace men, have recently 
come to regard War.as tho indispensable condi- 
tion of human progress if not of mundane fe- 
licity, and whose latest ideal of ‘The True 
Grandeur of Nations’ seems to involve bound- 
less and interminable carnage. 

But, being forced into war, constrained to 
fight for its existence or its essential rights, wo 
hold tbat a nation should make war its business 
so long as it ehall bo required to mako war at 
all. It should hayo bat one purpose, ono-im- 
pulse, one thought. War is so unnatural, so 
destructive, so revolting, that it should be 
waged with all the energies, all the resources 
of a peoplo while tho necessity shall exist for 
waging it at all. All suggestions of moderate, 
measured, graduated hostilities, intended to 
wear out or tire out the enemy rather than to 
overwhelm and crush him, are to our yiew alike 
mistaken in policy and pervaded by a cold- 
blooded inhumanity. Their spirit is that of 


the torturer or secret poisoner rather than that 
of chivalrous and manly warfare. 

A nation involved in war, as we aro, should 
husband its resources with jealous vigilance, 
aware that its greatest danger is that of Finan- 
cial collapse and break-down, 


War, always 
wastefal and oxhansting, has’ been rendered 
trebly so by modern invention aud soienco. 
The cost of a modern battle would have sup- 
ported an ancient campaign, We moyo an 
army a thousand miles in a week; but the cost 
is fally equal to that of a like movement in 
times when two manths would hardly have 
sufficed to effect it. Tho fleet wherewith we 
recently attacked Fort Fisher would have boaght 
all the nayies that Grecco and Rome over heard 
of, and would have torn them all into fragments 
in the course of a Summer afternoon, Tho 
necessary cost of snch a war as Wo aro now 
waging is absolutely stupendous. 

Rascality, too, is, like War, a progressive soi- 
ence. The cormorants who prey on a modorn 
Government involved in such a strugglo as ours 
would have bankrupted the treasury of Xersos 
long before ho could have led his grand army 
across the Hellespont. Shipsof war, transports, 
guns, tents, equipments, munitions, provisions 
—a world of materials and appliances—must be 
provided before a campaign can really begin; 
and an irregular array of keen, alert, unsorupu- 
lous men are always on hand to tako advantage! 
of any need of the Government—any lack of ca- 
pacity or lack of integrity on the part of its pur- 
chasing or inspecting officers. There aro honest 
and faithful men among contractors and pur- 
yoyors; yet the aggregate of the filohings und 
bolder robberies of tho Treasury during this 
‘War, by the infinite devices of ‘“Shoddy,” 
would probably have defrayed the ontire cost of 
the War of the Revolution. And somo of the 
most rapacious plunderers are among the noisiest 
yauntors of their own loyalty and patriotism. 
‘Theso are only old faces under new masks. 
From the days of Judas Iscariot down to those 
of Arthur Girgey and since, every good cause 
has been cursed with bad upholders, These are 
accepted and endured as necessary evils. But 
the thonghtless, short-sighted grood of those not 
decidedly bad and rascnlly, who press their 
schemes of personal or local advantage in timos 
like these, regardless of their bearing on the 
National ability to maintain and protraot its 
great struggle, is scarcely less deplorable while 
far more amazing. When our Goyernment’s 
inevitable outgocs aro nearly Throo Millions per 
day, our Debt gigantio, and onr ability to borrow 
even struinous rates barely not exhausted or 
at least outrun, mon who aro not consciously 
traitors persist in thoir potty schemes of aolfish 
nggrandizemont at the public cost as thongh wo

nogsee, or planted our flag on the ramparts of 
Fort Fishor? How can loyal men put their 
money into mines, or wells, or ventures of any 
kind, instead of lending it to their country in this 
her sorest need? And what shall we think of 
the patriotism of those who, claiming to be 
loyal, are buying Gold by wholesale on spocula-| 
tion, and thus betting down the credit and dry- 
ing up the resources of the Union? Might they 
not as justifiably, and far more maufully, 
shoulder their muskets and stand guard on the 
ramparts of Richmond, or march in the ranks of 
Beauregard and Leo? 


TOK VIRGINIA MOVEMENT. 

Tho presout movement of the Army of the 
Potomac looks, we are sorry to say, like a du- 
plicate of the Hatchor's Run affair of Inst Octo- 
ber. It is too soon to gay what was the oxact 
purpose of Gen. Grant—whether or not he would 
havo brought on a general engagement bad the 
circumstances seemed fayorable—but it is olear 
his intention has been thwarted by o failure 
in the oxcoution of prescribed movements. 
It is the old story. Gen. Meado couldn't get 
his differont corps to connect; the enomy 
dashed in between them; and a part of the 
army found itself whipped beforo tho rest know 
that a fight was going on, Tho Associated 
Press correspondent is particular to say that 
Gon, Meade was all day on the ground; so we 
can hardly be mistaken in charging him with 
the responsibility for tho whole affair. 

The Fifth Corps is reported to have lost from 
300 to 500—mainly in the Third Division—the 
euemy of course many more. 

Our epecial dispatch indicates that the object 
of the movement was to ponctrate tho line of 
works supposed to protect the railroad now 
building from the Weldon to tho South- 
Sido Ruilrond, intended to fill the gap occa- 
sioned by General Grant's occupation of the 
former road. Tho effort is spoken of also as a 
reconnoissance. But the reports are as yet too 
meager to afford dofinite infermation. We 
know only that one part of the attempt mis- 
carried by defective handling of the troops. 
Lot us hope better fortune may attend the 
rest. 


Gov. Penton on the Draft, 

In compliance with a request of the Assembly, 
Goy. Fonton, on tho Ist inst., sent @ message to that 
body fa referonce to the new assignment of qautas. 
Afvor a roview of tho first assignment, he saya that tho 
large Increase of Lhe quota of the State from 46,000 to 
61,000 in tho now assignmont’fodk him by surprise, and 
Le immediately svout to Washington to do whut was in 
his power toward correoting tho quota, and urged the 
adoption of making ove year's service as tho basis of 
credit in Gilling the call, thus giving an opportoulty to 
specdily equalize the number of men to bo raised bo 
teen the goveral States, districts and sub-diatricts in 
the coantrs, at tho same time approving a letter of Col 
G. W. Palmer, bis aid, which had before been sent to 
the department. Thia letter represented that in filling 
the quota of this Stato andor July 18, 1864, for 500,000 
men, made under the now law requiring the torm of en- 
Iistment a3 well as the number of men farnssbed, to bo 
taken Into account, the effect of a longer or shorter 
torm of sorvico, was not regarded in many distriots 
through ignorance of the operation of tho In, from an 
upprebension that no more men would be needed, o 
viow which was onconraged in various ways, and from 
a strong desire to avoid conscription, which required 
formediate notion, with the neceasity of enlisting with- 
out regard to tho torms of service, The result is that 
many districts furnisbed almost exclusively ono yoar 
men. Theso were generally inland and roral districta, 
whoie location precluded them from obtaining reeruits 
from a class of transient men and foreigners, and com- 
pelled thom to send their own sturdy yeomaury into the 
field, paying large bountics a8 on inducement, ond thos 
getting the very best clasa of soldiers, Other districts, 
having greater facilites for furuishing wen, with less 
effort, oulisted throe years men, The assignment of 
quotas, andor the present call, though made according 
to Jaw, throws tho burden of raising all the men apon 
tho districts which have onliated the one year’s men, 
and which aro entitled to the crodit of doing everything 
they could to fill tha quota, and nctually furnished a su 
perlor qlasé of soldiers. It 4s worthy of cousideration, 
also, that if the credits, on acconnt of which the lato 
call’ Was made, could have beon allowed beforo, instead 
of after tbo call of 500,000 mon, and the quota suficient 
to raiso the required number of mon beon then assigned 
to the various districts, the rolatiye disparity in the 
nomber of then to be raised would not have 
existed. ‘Tho quota would bave increased in proportion 
to tho number of men and not in proportion to the yoars 
of service, The Governor also sbowed thot from an 
analysis of this quota os compared with quotas on form: 
or calls, the figures Were incorrect, Before he rotarned 
to Albany, however, he anderatood from tho authorities 
at Washington that the question of assignment of qao- 
tas botweon the several States, under the prosont call, 
would not bo reopened. After his return he wroto to 
tho Department, giving additional rensons for his viows 
‘on the subject. On tho 26th ult., a delogation from tho 
Sonate and Assombly of this Stato signified to tho Gov- 
crnor their willingness to visit Washingtoo, and again 
urge upon the authorities the adoption of bis views, and 
after fall consultation with him loft for that city, On 
the day following the Governor sent Colonel Stonehouse 
‘with fall instructions and figures as to quotas to confor 
with this committeo, ‘This comprised all the action ta- 
Kon on the matter at the time the mossage was eent to 
tho Assembly, On the 2d Inst, the Governor sont to 
the Assombly a tolegram from the committee saying 
that the Prosident had assented to a proposition that ao 
much of the revised quota as was ndded to tho State of 
New-York by tho ordor of Jan. 2, say 16,000, bo do-

A SHARP ENGAGEMENT ON MONDAY. 


—_>—__ 

Tho Army of the Potomac agnin in Mo- 
ftion—Tho Second and Fifth Corps Ad- 
yoncing—Stirmishing and Prospect of| 
o Fight. 

Our special correspondent telegraphed on tho Sth 
that the entire Army was undor marching orders 
with four days' rations already in their haversacks, 
‘Tho cavalry started at three o'clock that morning 
on a reconnoissance toward Stony Creek. A part 
of the infantry bad already broken camp. The enc- 
my wore mussing in front of the Twenty-fourth 
Corps, between the Appomattox and the James— 
supposed to bo for the purpose of covering an evac- 
uation of Potoraburg. 

Anothor dispatch of tho samo dato gives tho fol- 
lowing particulars: 

At 3 o'clock this morning tho Fifth Corps, pro- 
coded by Gregg’s Cavalry, started on tho road to 
Roum’s Station. No force of tho onomy was mot on 
the route, but tho rouds at various points were pick- 
oted by cavalry, all of whom retreated as the column 
advanced. About noon the column reached Pows- 
nitz Creek, over which o bridge of considerable 
longth had to be constructed, ocoupying several 
hours. About 3 p,m. tho 3d Ponnsylyania Cay- 
alry, under Major Hoss, wore eont out to make 
cohuection betweon thom and tho Second Corps, 
the Second and Third Divisions of which had 
gone’ out on tho Vaoghan road os far as 
Hatcher's Rou to demonstrate in that direction. 
On rwaching the Run, the First Brigade of the 
Third Division of the Second Corps charged aud 
took the line of rifle-pits on the west aide, losing 
but a fow mon. They adyanced about a mile across 
the Run, driving the encmy’s pickets bofore them. 
Hero a strong lino of broustworks was erected ina 
short timo, making the position perfectly secure. 
‘Tho 34 Ponnsylvania Cavalry, after crossing a 
short distance south of tho Vaughan rond, ad- 
vanced southward and soon mot a small forco in 
ambush, which poured a sharp yolley into our mon, 
killing two it 1s said, and wounding, besides, a num- 
bor of horses. A part of the Third Division of the 
Second here cams to the support of the 3a Pennsyl- 
voniu Cavalry, and drove the Rebels off; aud soon 
afer o connection with the right of the Fifth Corps 
was reported made, Upto this timo yory little 
fighting had taken placo, tho Fifth Corps being 
scarcely engaged at all. Tho Sccond Division of 
tho Second Corps, under Goneral Smytho, before 
roaching Hatchor’s Run, turned to the right, ad- 
vanced in a north-Wwesterly direction toward Arm- 
atrong’s Mill, but before going more thon three 
quarters of w milo the enemy were discovered in o 
strong position and in considerable force, four di- 
visions of Gen. Gordon's being reported in the 
vicinity. Here some of our men orected temporary 
breast-works on part of the line, while the balance 
hd only time to throw up sinall Fronch rifle-pits. 
Skirmishing was: going on all this timo between 
tho enemy and our eharpshooters. About half’ past 
4 o'clock the Rebol batteries opeued for the pur- 
pose of developing our position and strength, but 
no roply was made. The Rebels at length appeared, 
advancing in lino of battle, with a strong skirmish- 
ing line thrown outin advance. Our men wero all 
ready for them, ondas they charged in bandsomo 
style across the open field, they recoived such 
‘a galling fire a3 to cause them to fall back in dis- 
order, leaving inany dead and wounded on the ficld. 
After ropenting the attempt to dislodge our men, 
and failing each time, a Rebol force was sent round 
to turn tho right flank of the Division. Col. Mur- 
phy, of the 69th New-York, commanding tho 
Second Brigade, was posted here, with his right 
resting on a swamp, and was fully prepared forsuch 
a movement. Here again the Rebels suffered se. 
vero loss, as thoy attompted to break our linc 
Lbey were finally forced to give it up, and soon 
after dark firing ceased, the Rebels falling back to 
thoir works. Our loss during the day was quito 
light, probably not overs hundred altogether, al- 
though the exact number is not known. Col. Mur- 
phy was wounded in the knee, not sovercly, whilv 
giving orders to his mon. His Assistant-Adjutant- 

Zoncral, Liout. McTavish, was mortally wounded, 
Licut. Graham, of the Mth Conneeticnt, was 
wounded in tho breast, severely. Liout. Win. Tib- 
bits, of tho 19th Massachusetts, was killed. Licut. 
Morris, of tho L0th N.¥., was wounded in tho thigh 
and band. Liout. A. Bartlett, of the Mth Con- 
noetiout, was killed, Tho encmy’s loss must havo 
beon very heavy as thoy repeatedly charged our 
linea, each time sufforing severely. We took about 
twenty prisonors, some of whom report baying re- 
coiyed ordors in tho moraing to keep a sharp look- 
out, o3 thoy belioyed that our army was on tho 
move, 


‘The Nesult of the Engngement—Another 
Batthe—No Special Result. 
Angus, Aut OF THE POTOMAG } 
Monday, Feb. 6—a, m, 

Tho reault of yesterday's engagement appeared this 
morning in our advanced lines beyond Hatober's Run, 
the capture of about two bundred prisoners, a train of 
wagons and mules, with their drivers, oud considerable 
logs inflicted on tho enemy in killed aud wounded. The 
cavalry ander Gen. Grogg captured the train nt Din- 
wlddie Court House, while on its way to North Caro: 
lino for eupplics, the trip taking, aa the drivers say, six- 
teon days for its accomplishment. 

From this place acouting parties were sent in diffor 
opt directions, one {of which went up the Boydtown 
road, where they found camps which had been deserted 
only a short timo provious, and where they captured a 
few wagons of Pegrain's Division, In tho meantime 
tho Rebel cavalry stationed at Bellefield were ordered 
op to resist Gregg’s advance, but the forces were not 
strong onough, and consequently no regular fight took 
place, Abont one hundred burrols of whisky were de- 
stroyed in tho vicinity, but no army atores were fonnd 
at any place which our troops bnd reached. 

Ju tho engagement of the Second Corps yesterday at 
Hatcher's Run, tho lose was about soventy altogother, 
while that of the enemy is estimated at about three 
hondred, 


LATER. 

Fen. 6-10 p, m.—Quite a seyere engagement took 
place this afternoon between the Fifth Corps and the 
enemy on the Dabnoy’s Mill road, west of Hatoor’s 
Run, the result of which was not favorable to us so far 
a8 position is concerned, bat the enemy paid dearly for 
the ground ho gained.

Thero are 
ponderous folios with statcly dedications to somo 
great man we never heard of, Thero are thin trae- 
tates, blowing their shrill penny whistlesiu defiance 
ofall received methods of farming. Mr. Marvel con- 
fosses that ho takes a huge delight in an occasional 
wet-doy talk with these old worthies. They were 
one of them chemists; not one of them could have 
made an analysis of soil a whit better, than thoso of 
many of our agricultural professors, eyen if he had 
inyented anasthesia and the solar system; but 
thoy had a sturdy budget of common sense notions; 
and often suggested rules and methods which are of 
quite as much yalue to the farmer, as any of tho 
nice appliances of modern collegiate agriculture. 
“Their precepts,” says the judicious Tk, “have b 
come traditional, and yet I delight in finding black- 
Jetter evidence of the ago of traditions and of the 
purity with which they have been kept, An im- 
portant momber of the County Society pays mo a 
morning visit, and in the course of a field stroll lays 
down authoritatively the opinion that ‘there's no 
kind o’ use in plowing for turnips in the Spring, un- 
Jess you keep the weeds down all through the season.’ 
1 yield implicit ond modest assent; and on the next 
wet day I find Ischomachus remarking to Soerates, 
— This also, I think, it must be easy for yon to un- 
deratand, that, if ground is to lie fallow to good 
purpose, it ought to be free from weeds, and warmed 
es much as possible by the sun.’ And yet ny die- 
tinguished friend of the County Society is nota 
student of Xenophon, If I read ont of the big book 
the samo observation (o wy foreman (who is moro 
piquant than garrulous), he says,—‘ Xenophon, eh! 
well, well—thero’s sense in it.’"” 

Among the standard ancient authors who some- 
times dabbled a little in agriculture, was “ General 
Xenophon, a most graceful writer, a capital hunts- 
man, an ablo strategist, an experienced farmer, and, 
4f we may bolicve Lacrtius, handsome beyond ex- 
pression. When this valiant man wrote his raral 
treatises ho was living in tho delightful region 
westward of the mountains of Arcadia, looking 
toward the Ionian Sea. Here, too, ho wrote the 
story of his retreat, and his wanderings among the 
mountains of Armenia; here ho talked with his 
frionds, and made other such ¢ympocia as be has 
given us a tasto of at the house of Callin the Athe- 
nian; here ho ranged over the whole country-side 
with his horses and dogs: a stalwart and lithe old 
gentleman, without « doubt; able to mount a horse 
‘or to manage one, with the suppleat of the grooms; 
and with a keen eye, as his book shows, for the 
good points in horée-tlesh, Aman might make a 
worse mistake than to buy horse efter Xenophon's 
instructions to-day. A spayin or a wind-gall did 
not escape the old gentloman’s eye, aud he never 
bought a nag without proving his wind, and hand- 
Ling him well about the month and enrs."’ 

In his history our friend Ik finds an illustration 
of the fact that humen nature is pretty much the 
eamo in all ages. ‘‘ Pattingaside his horsemanship, 
in which he must have been nearly perfect, there 
was very much that was grand about the old Greek, 
—very much that makes us strangely loyo tho man, 
who, when his soldiers lay benumbed under tho 
snows on the hights of Armenia, throw off his gen- 
oral's coat, or blanket, or what not, and set himeolf 
resolutely to wood-chopping and to cheering them. 
‘The farmer knewhow. Suchmen win battles, Ho 
has his joke, too, with Cheirisophus, the Lacedw- 
monian, about the thioving propensity of his towns- 
people, and invites him, in virtue of it, to steal s 
difficult march upon theenemy, And Cheirisophus 
grimly retorts upon Xenoplhion, that Athenians are 
said to be great experts in stenting tho public 
money, especially the high officers. This sounds 
homelike! When I come npon such things,—by 
Jupiter !—I forget the parasangs and the Taochians 
and the dead Cyrus, and seem to bo reuding out of 
American newspupers.””

‘This was the subject of a lecture delivered by: 
the Roy, James Hogg before the Horticultural Socicty 
on Tucsdoy ovening, January 94. Bis remarks were 
chiefly confined to thosu trees embalmed in holy and 
pootic associations, ‘ 

‘Asa gencral rule, American people have little love 
for trees, rutblessly and barbarously destroying them; 
seeing nothing in the mofestio growth of conturics 
but their valuo as ebip Uinber, ‘Trne, a porson buying 
some grand old place, will somotimes, after cutting 
away all tho native growth, plant a few exotics, but 
only admires them as orcilex of bis wealth. We havo 
‘ag fine trees as those of Palestine or Groces, but they 
aro not conscorated. 

‘Tne CEDAR OF LEBANON is one of the first trees in 
sacred associntions. Its deep green and magnificent 
aspoot render it surpassingly beautiful. ‘Tho Jews bo 
Heved that God loved it more than any other tree, It 
was a frnitfal source of metaphor in the Sacred writings. 
From its wondorful durability ft was extensively used 
in building. Tho Tomple of Solomon waa inlaid with 
cedar, and tho Temple of Diana was priveipally of this 
wood. It was an emblem of eternity, and of its wood 
was tho scopter of Tnpiter made. Virgil and Shake- 
apeare made frequent allusions to it, 

‘Tox Pixe is often alluded to in tho classics, The 
Egyptians considered it on emblom of the soul. Tt was 
a grove of sacred pines which was moyed by the music 
of Orphons, ‘Tho ships of Encad wore also mado of the 
pine. 

‘Que Urricnr Cyrness is supposed by may to bo 
tho Gopher woud of whict the Ark was made. Owing 
to its durability it was an emblems of immortality, avi 
its wood was used by the Eeyptinna for maminy cases, 
and tho Greoks who died, for thelr country had thoir 
aubos preserved in cypress wood cases. Like the 
cedar of Lebanon, St was also used to. make statues of 
the gods, Pliny speaks of tho statuo of Jupiter in the 
capitol a3 made of this wood, and perfectly sonnd in his 
day, though 600 years old. ‘Cho doors of the Lemple of 
Diana at Ephesis wero made of Cypros: 

‘Tuy JUNIPER was conseorated tw the furies, and tho 
ancients threw its berries on tho funeral piles of the 
dend (o proteot the doparted spirit faom evil influences.

‘Ihave in my garden soft maples fro four to ten 
inches in diameter at the butt, which Lraised from ‘the 
coed planted soyen years ago. Some of them have borne 
geod for two yenrs, from whieb I havo raised dtlior trees 
Theso I bave sold, thongh I do not make this my busi- 
ness. In no othor way that I know of can a farmor 60 
rapidly improve bis farm und iucrease its valu ont_on 
the prairie as by plautiog a part of it to timbor.
